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Jet boats 
can stay

The three judges hearing the town’s 
appeal to an Ontario court over the 
town’s lease of the Melville Street 
municipal dock to the jet boat operation 
say it is a legal use of the dock and may 
continue. 

The Niagara River Coalition, a group 
opposed to the jet boat’s use of the dock, 
had successfully taken the town to court 
over the lease. It was deemed illegal on 
21 counts, chiefly that it did not conform 
to the town’s official plan, and that the 
dock should be accessible to the public. 

In a decision released Wednesday, the 
judges of the court of appeal describe 
the jet boat operation as a legal non- 
conforming use of the dock that is com¬ 
patible with the town’s official plan and 
state that the dock has no current histo¬ 
ry of public access. 

After 22 pages describing the history 
of the dock, the jet boat operation and 
planning issues, die decision concludes, 
“this latter day attack (by the Niagara 
River Coalition) on the legality of the jet 
boat operation is unsupportable.” 

“We're obviously pleased with the 
decision," said Lord Mayor Gary 
Burroughs. “That’s why we went 
through the appeal." 

The town will be seeking further legal 
interpretation of the decision and 
advice as to whether it will ask for costs 
from the Niagara River Coalition, 
Burroughs said. 

The favourable appeal decision will 
allow the town to move forward with its 
visioning exercise and the Dock Area 
secondary plan, he added.

The long, drawn out process in 
finalizing the Town’s 2010 budget 
is still not over. 

At Monday's committee-of-the- 
whole meeting, it was expected a 
net tax levy for the town of 
$7,089,565 would be approved, but 
at the end of the four-hour long 
meeting, councillors defeated that 
motion and decided to refer the 
budget for further debate to an 
upcoming special meeting with a 
date yet to be determined. 


Town staff had given councillors 
a list of 21 possible expenditures, 
referred to as business cases, to 
comb through, but no consensus 
that would have allowed final 
approval could be reached. 

That’s not to say nothing was 
accomplished at Monday's meet¬ 
ing as councillors agreed to up the 
library materials budget from 
$20,000 to $40,000 and to decrease 
the amount going into the Town's 
insurance reserve from $100,000 to 
$75,000. 

Finance director Scott Tipping 
said staff was trying to address 
some liabilities, including 
$345,000 for a fuel tank leak on the 
town’s public works property, “and 
we tried to capture that through 
the capital budget. It's good to 
draw it out... but it means we’re 
putting off that inevitable pay- 

Although most business cases 
were accepted, Dennis Dick 


warned his fellow councillors 
about the “slippery slope” they are 
treading. 

In previous councils, business 
cases were accepted almost too 
easily, he said. 

“Over the last number of years 
we have been somewhat success¬ 
ful in not working our way up that 
ladder again because once you 
start it is difficult to stop,” he said, 
referring specifically to a new 
$16,000 grant requested by 
Riverbrink Museum, which coun¬ 
cillors turned down. 

“Although it’s a very legitimate 
enterprise, I don’t want to start up 
that slope again." 

With the expectation that gov¬ 
ernment funding is going to be cut 
drastically m years to come, coun¬ 
cillors are looking to the future by 
putting money in the reserves, but 
that means some organizations 
won't be getting the funding they 
are looking for. 


One of the most difficult deci¬ 
sions debated at Monday’s meet¬ 
ing was how the Town wfil pay for 
60 new self-contained breathing 
apparatuses for the fire depart¬ 
ment. The much-needed equip¬ 
ment is projected to cost $325,000 
and the decision on whether to 
debenture or finance had council 
split. The new equipment replaces 
25-year-old machines that have 
been repaired and upgraded as 
much as possible, are failing with 
increasing frequency and no 
longer meet current standards. 
The project has been on the capital 
budget forecast for five years, 
councillors were told. In the end, 
councillors voted to debenture the 
equipment. 

At some point, Dick said, some¬ 
one is going to have to bite the bul¬ 
let and cut some of the extra 
expenses which the town is financ¬ 
ing with money from NOTL Hydro 
“because to keep using money 


from Hydro is wrong.” 

He said although he created the 
motion to debenture the equip¬ 
ment at $200,000, he didn’t believe 
the Town should be going down 
that road in the future. 

Lord Mayor Gary Burroughs 
reminded councillors that no mat¬ 
ter what issue they are dealing 
with, it remains council’s budget 
and it’s up to them what they want 
to budget for. 

Councillors who still have ques¬ 
tions or concerns were told to con¬ 
tact Tipping throughout the week 
to work out their issues to have a 
good understanding of what the 
budget will look like for the March 
22 council meeting. 

If none of the business cases are 
included in the budget taxpayers 
would see a tax increase of 3.55 per

First CityLine, then Oprah? 

The two women who run Balance 
Fitness Studio are dreaming big. 

They’ve recenfly fulfilled one of 
their goals—national TV expo¬ 
sure—but they have set a goal for 
themselves of one day maximizing 
exposure to their fitness program 
through Oprah, who is known for 
promoting efforts that embrace a 
healthy lifestyle. 

The Balance duo of Bonnie 
Giampa and Briar Krieger were 
recently aided on their quest to 
spread the word by Jason Parsons, 
executive chef at Peller Estate. 

Parsons wanted to join the 
Balance Challenge with his wife, but 
didn’t think he’d have much luck 
sticking to it—he was afraid his job 
would make the strict eating regi¬ 
men impossible. But with three 
weeks left to go on the eight-week 
exercise and nutrition program, he 
had lost 14 pounds, and wanted to 
share some of the secrets of healthy 
eating he has learned. 

He and his wife love working out 
at Balance -it’s just a block away 
from their home. But when he first 


looked into the Challenge, he said, 
"it seemed a litde harsh for what I 
do.” Those who take the Challenge 
earn points for exercise and clean 
eating, and Parsons says with the 
tasting he does in the Peller kitchen, 
he expected the eating portion of 
the program to be a problem. But 
once he gave it a try, he said, "I was 
blown away by it People think chefs 
know all about nutrition, but my life 
has been about flavour and ingredi¬ 
ents. I’ve learned a lot, including the 
importance of reading food labels.” 

He has made some changes to his 
diet that he expects to be perma¬ 
nent—why not cook with brown rice 
pasta, which tastes just as good as 
wheat pasta, or tomato sauce minus 
the sugar? “I made a Challenge- 
friendly lasagna the other day and 
it’s brilliant,” he says. 

At work, he’s letting his sous chefs 
do some of the tasting for him, and 
he’s become much more conscious 
of what he puts in his mouth. 

“I lost 14 pounds in 23 days, and I 
broke 200 pounds last week. I 
haven’t been 200 pounds in forever.” 

He’s given up Coke—he used to 
drink about three litres a day, but 
there is no pop allowed on the 
Challenge, no coffee, no alcohol, no

Jet boat skirmish over 
but battle will continue

I expectation pinned on the 
appeal of the court decision that 
said the town's lease of the municipal 
Melville Street dock to the popular jet 
boat operation was illegal. 

It seemed that the strongly-worded 
original decision, which listed 21 rea¬ 
sons why the jet boats should not be 
allowed to continue to use the town 
dock, was affirmation of the Niagara 
River Coalition’s opposition. 

The appeal decision is just as strong 
and just as much an affirmation that 
the town and its legal advisors were 
correct in allowing the most recent 
lease and the two that preceded it. 

That judges sitting in different courts 
could hear the same evidence and 
come to two very different conclusions 
is a little difficult for those of us who 
are not lawyers to understand. 

There are some key points in the 
appeal decision that seek to explain, 
one that the evidence of former town 
planner John Perry and his interpreta¬ 
tion of the town’s official plan, accept¬ 
ed by the judge in the original applica¬ 
tion, should have been inadmissable. 

The appeal judge also relies on the 
decision of the Ontario Municipal 
Board hearing that allowed the zoning 
for the Melville Street townhouses, 
which states the dwellings would not 
cause “an unacceptable adverse 
impact upon the existing jet boat busi¬ 
ness.” The fact that the board allowed 
the jet boat operation to be a party to 
that hearing, didn’t challenge the 
legality of the operation at the time 
and in feet dealt with the impact of the 
townhouses on the tourist attraction, 
rather than the other way around, is 
telling, the appeal decision says. 

Some of the opinions expressed in 
the appeal decision refer to legal argu¬ 


ments also offered by jet boat opposi¬ 
tion lawyers during die year-long envi¬ 
ronmental hearing on the use of the 
Queenston dock, particularly that the 
intensification of the use of die dock 
changes the nature of that use. The 
appeal judge didn’t buy that argu¬ 
ment. It remains to be seen how the 
chair of the environmental review 
deals with the same argument. 

The town, and indeed the town 
council, has been divided on the jet 
boat operation for more than a 
decade, with some lauding it as a busi¬ 
ness that contributes to the local econ¬ 
omy and others who feel it is inappro¬ 
priate for NOTL and adversely affects 
the quality of life for locals. 

This decision ends one skirmish in 
an ongoing battle that includes a sec¬ 
ondary plan for the Dock Area and the 
growth of the tourist attraction and its 
impact on the otherwise-quiet village 
of Queenston. 

At least there will be some relief for 
the residents of Queenston who no 
longer have to worry about the jet boat 
operation moving the bulk of its tours 
and tourists to the dock in their vil¬ 
lage. And it puts paid to the division of 
NOTL Sailing Club members over 
whether to allow the jet boat opera¬ 
tion to use their dock. 

As for neighbours of the Melville 
Street dock, they were relying on this 
decision to rid their neighbourhood of 
what they see as a major annoyance. 

It may be an oversimplification to 
say this could have been avoided if the 
town had placed more stringent con¬ 
trols on the operation in the first place 
and enforced them through the terms 
of the lease. Now, many thousands of 
dollars later, that will be the only 
hope for neighbouring residents, and 
a very slim one at that.

Warning to hospital 

I recently had the pleasure of spending six 
days in the Greater Niagara General Hospital. 
I was not given a 'patient's comment sheet’ 
so I am making one of my own. 

My surgery was a total knee joint replace¬ 
ment which left me fairly helpless for a few 
days. I don’t think I could have asked for 
kinder, more patient nurses or a more com¬ 
pletely professional surgeon than Dr 
Offierski. 

But having had my wife come within inch¬ 
es of death from a hospital super-bug (C- 
Diffidle) in another city eight years ago, I am 
really alarmed. 

Just since November, six of 10 patients who 
contracted that bug in the Hanover (ON) 
District Hospital did not survive. 

The room where I spent six days is an open 
invitation to that bug. It has a narrow wash¬ 


room with no sink, faucets, soap dispenser or 
Lysol disinfectant It does have a Purell dis¬ 
penser on the back of the door to be used 
before the nurse pulls you out. The sink with 
running water and soap are in the room itself 
but so dose to one of the two beds that it is a 
squeeze for a patient using a four-legged 
walker, especially if the bed beside it is sur¬ 
rounded with visitors. 

During my six days in that room I never 
once witnessed soap, water, vacuum cleaner 
or even a broom applied to the floor of the 
room. Urinals supplied to male patients are 
often dumped without being rinsed or disin¬ 
fected before the next use. That's not the 
nurses’ fault because they are in a hurry and 
there is no facility for rinsing or disinfect¬ 
ing. 

I know that hospital costs have to be cut 
somewhere but it seems pretty dangerous 
to me to risk patients’ lives in the process.

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Item of St. Mark's history on display at museum

The Archives Committee discov¬ 
ered recently that the font cover had 
disappeared from the St. Mark’s 

It is a bronze sculpture depicting 
St Mark holding a Bible in his hand 
and standing beside a winged lion, 
an ancient symbol frequently asso¬ 


ciated with the preaching ministry 
of St Mark. The bronze is the work 
of Jacobin Jones, a native of 
Niagara-on-the Lake. 

Careful sleuthing and a few dis¬ 
crete questions led us to the muse¬ 
um, where the sculpture forms part 
of a show entitled The Forgotten 


Years. We were promised that they 
are merely borrowing it. 

The show includes many Niagara 
artists, both professional and ama¬ 
teur, whose creative period covers 
the years 1929 tol973. 

At first glance this choice of time 
span appears rather strange, until 
one recognizes it is a period when 
tourists did not come to the town in 
any great numbers. Before that the 
Queens Royal Hotel was a social 
centre. Young people crossed from 
Toronto for the Friday night "sock 
hop” When the hotel was destroyed 
by fire, this tourist invasion stopped 
until the Shaw Festival began to 
draw crowds once again. During 


those years Niagara was just a small, 
quiet village. It is this period that is 
portrayed in the art of the Museum’s 

These were the difficult years of 
the great depression and the 
Second World War. People who 
lived in Niagara during that time 
will recognize Bishop's fish shop 
and the Niagara Public School. 
Artists’ names like Dr. Rigg and 
Margaret Peake Benton will be 
familiar to them. Like the font cover 
from St. Mark’s, the work of these 
people is also on loan to the muse¬ 
um for this show. 

Many of the artists’ names appear 
in the St Mark’s Archives, in lists of 
Parish members, in the annual 


vestry minutes, among the Altar 
and Ladies Guilds and in the busi¬ 
ness decisions of the parish. People 
who are involved in community 
activities tend to be involved as well 
in the activities of one church or 
another 

We trust that when the show has 
run its span, the bronze sculpture 
will be returned to the Church. We 
would also like to “borrow” the 
wonderful pencil sketch of St. 
Mark’s Church that forms part of the 
exhibit 

The Forgotten Years runs at the 
Niagara Historical Museum until 
the end of April.
